Mr, Desmond Tock’s Speech. 

Mr. Desmond A. Tuck, in second-

plumber, the carpenter, the 
builder, and the painter soon put’: 
the place right again and it was 
ready to stand up to another storm. 

He thought It would be agreed 
that the balance-sheet showed a 
remarkably satisfactory state of 
affairs, and that it indicated, in 
fact, thant the company had a 
thoroughly clean bill of health.

OF WORLD POLITICS, 


| Dangers of B Bolshevism — 
to World, 


(By Dr. Ignaz nae Austrian 
Foreign Minister.) 


: Vienna, Nov. 3. 
If we throw a glance: at tha 
world, as it is to-day, the first fact 
that ‘strikes us is the prevailing 
economic distress. If one travels in 
different countries, in Hungary, in 
Germany, in the economically so 
well equipped countries of the 
Czecho-Slovak Republic, in Italy 
and France, and when moreover one 
hears the reports from. other coun- 
tries, one will find that things are 
in a bad way everywhere. In 
agricultural Hungary the prices of 
agricultural products are even 


lower than in Austria; the store. 


houses are filled to overflowing and 
a prominent statesman of that 
country said’ to me the other day: 
We cannot : even, like you, find a 
way out of the difficulty by means 
of protective duties, for we are an 
exporting country. In Germany, in 
some districts, the stress of the 
rural population has nearly caused 
revolutionary movements, And Sf 
America introduged such high pro- 
tective duties that a cry of protest 
rang out throughout the world, this 
is only an act of violence which 
hopes to save the waning pros- 
perity. A well-known London fin- 
ancier, in a talk I had with -him on 
economic @iatress, said to me: 
Matters cannot improve a3 long as 
Russia and now even India, ave 
excluded from international con- 
sumption. They represent at least 
800 million people. This is actually 
one of the essential problems of 
universal politics. As long as this 
gap in the economic globe persists, 
the difficulties: grow apace. - 


Agitation Charming. 
Certainly the general economic 
situation all over the world urgent- 
ly requires the stabilisation of 
politics, But every — stabilisa- 
tion, even if.only a temporary one, 


‘is threatened-as-long-as-Bolsheviam. 


persists in Soviet Russia, The con- 
servative politicians of all coun- 
tries, everywhere, see the danger of 
Bolshevism. Of course Soviet Gov- 
ernment will not be transplanted to 
to us as it is; nor will the Russlans 
take away Bessarabia ‘from 
Roumania and thus. start a new 
war. But their continual agitation 
in Europe and Asia is alarming. 
A few years ago, on the occasion 
of a visit to the Hague, the 
Dutch, Foreign Minister asked 
my opinion-on the Bolshevist peril. 
He absolutely agreed with me when 
I compared the repulse of 
Bolshevism by Austria, at the time 
when Bela .Kun ravaged Hungary, 
with the achievementa of our an- 
cestora in the Turkish wars. But 
then he drew my attention to the 
Bolshevist peril in the East. ‘And 
he was right: For there are two 
different trends among the states- 
men of the Soviet Republic. They 
all. agree, however, that only a 
universal world. revolution is the 
ultimate salvation for Bolshevism. 
The attempt to instigate a revolu- 
tion of this kind will, most cer- 
tainly precede the decline and fall 
of the Soviet Government. But one 
party, in contrast to the other, 
advocates...the point of view 
that the world revolution must 
make its way to Europe via 
the East, ..and this party 
seems to have’ gained the 
upper hand. The Dutch fear this 
way via the East as they réign over 
an immense colonial dominion in 
India, and draw all thelr wealth 
from there. . Perhaps we may find 
out some day that we owe our pre- 
servation from Bolsheviam to the 
Chinese. What appears to us: in

the prosperity necessary to indulge 
that taste, 
Private Stills, 

Finally, the wily African tribes- 
man has learned how to imitate 
the still, and with the Introduction 
Into Africa of sugar cane and other 
vegetables capable of fermenting he 
tan now produce his own private ~ 
stock ‘if deprived of the right of 
getting it publicly. 

All efforts to date to protect the 
African. natives from alcoholism 
centre largely on the St, Germain 
treaty which was signed during tho 
Paris peace conferance.
